S.O. 187(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-sections (I) and (2) of section 141 of 
the Border Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1968), 
the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules, further to amend the Border Security 
Force Rules 1969, namely :■—• 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Border 
Security Force (Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in' the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Border Security Force Rules, 1969, 
after Rules 40, the, following rules shall be in¬ 
setted, namely .— 

“40 A(l) Notwithstanding anything contain¬ 
ed in these rules, the appointing authori¬ 
ty may, at its discretion, place a person 
serving under him, under suspension :— 

(i) where a disciplinary action under the 

Act against him is contemplated or 
is pending; or 

(ii) Where in the opinion of the authority 

aforesaid, he has engaged himself in' 
activities prejudicial to the interest or 
the security of the State; or 

(iii) Where a case against him in respect of 

any civil offence is under investiga¬ 
tion, inquiry or trial. 

(2) A member of . the Force shall be deemed to 
have been placed under suspension by an order of 
the appointing authority :—• 

(i) With effect from the date of his detention 

by civil police on a criminal charge or 
otherwise for a period exceeding 48 
hours, or 

(ii) with effect from the date of his conviction 

by a Civil Court on a criminal charge, 
if the sentence awarded is imprisonment 
for a term exceeding 48 hours. 

(3) An order of suspension made or deemed to 
have been made under this rule shall continue to 
remain in force until it is modified or revoked by 
the authority competent to do so. 
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(4) An order of suspension made or deemed to 
have been made under this rule, may, at any time, 
be modified or revoked by the authority which 
made the order by any authority to which that 
authority is subordinate. 

(5) When a person remains under suspension 
for more than 90 days, a report giving reasons 
for delay in the finalisation of his case shall be 
submitted to the Director General by the Comman¬ 
dant of the accused and thereafter, subsequent 
reports shall be submitted every month till the 
case is finalised or the order of suspension is revok¬ 
ed whichever is earlier.” 

3. For the existing Rule 170, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“170—Composition : A court of inquiry may 
consist of one or more members. Persons 
not subject to the Act may be appointed 
as members when the court is to investi¬ 
gate matters of a specialised nature, and 
when officers subject to the Act with spe¬ 


cialist qualifications are not available to 
be members.”
